U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
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1) Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-29, drawn to compounds comprised of a dendrite polymer core and segments 
containing alternating conjugated double and triple bonds, classified based on the 
structure of the final product, for example, in class 530 when the sensor/ group is a 
peptide or antibody; in class 435, subclass 6 when the sensory group is a nucleic acid; in 
class 436, subclass 546 when the sensory group is a chromophore. 

II. Claims 30-46, drawn to a method of detecting and/or quantifying an analyte in a sample, 
classified in class 436, subclasses 546, 531 and 532. 

2) The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the compounds could be used as additives for plastic structural 
components that change color as a function of stress or they could be used in drug delivery 
systems. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter requiring 
divergent fields of search and different patentability considerations, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

3) The claims are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
"compounds" which are made up of combinations of the variables defined as "dendritic polymer core" 
and "segments containing alternating conjugated double and triple bonds formed by intramolecular 
linking of diacetylene moieties bonded to the dendritic polymer core". Applicant is required under 35 
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U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species which defines, by chemical structure, each of these 
two variables and exa ctly how they are /inked . even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious 
variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one 
of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

4) Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

5) Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently named 
inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application.
